Admiral Hyman Rickover is a very busy man. 
He builds atomic submarines; he devotes himself to 
the m ajor problems of education, he is a Vice Admiral 
in the Navy and an officer of the Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission; and he is an appellee in a lawsuit over his 
speeches, Few men's speeches were ever so important 
or so commercially valuable that there were suits 
y . e r the property value of them. 


W een in g to th#- 
brief before 
me. 
Public 
Affairs Associates, Inc., trading as Public Affairs 
Pre**- 
is appealing from an unfavorable derision. 
This publishing company sought to print a number 
et 
\dm iral Rickover's speeches for distribution 
for profit. 
It occurred to the Admiral, perhaps 
with considerable surprise, that if there is to be a 
profit as well as misdeal in his speeches, he might 
get the money to use as he chooses. 
.Surely, he 


rould not fathom why thi*> stranger was entitled 
to the dough, particularly as he. the stranger, had 
rontrihuted nothing to the speeches. 
So Rickover 


sold the speeches to F. P. Dutton and Company 
and got himself into a lawsuit. 


It is clear that when the Admiral delivers a speech, 
he makes it available to newspapers to print, in whole 
or in part, as and if they choose. But he reserves the 
right to have them published in book form. 
For this 
purpose he copyrights them. 
Herbert Hoover and 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, both Presidents of the United 
States, had their speeches published in book form, 
between hard covers 
Roosevelt'* speeches were edit­ 
ed by their principal author Judge Samuel I. Rosen- 
man, If a President s speeches may be published as a 
private literary effort, certainly an Admiral's can. 
Both are officers of the United States; both receive 
salaries for their work; both undoubtedly do their 
speech-writing on government time because if they 
are any good at all. they give all their Mine to their 
work as officials of the government. 
No President 
could survive if he limited his labors to a 40-hour week 
and Rickover could not have accomplished as much 
as he has on such a short day. 
Perhaps we need an act of Congress to determ ine' 
where the property value in a public official's speech 
lies 
One might go further and rat>e the question as 
to w hetter a Senator. Representative. Cabinet officer 
or other public official ought not to return to the 
Treasury any fee* he might receive from the lecture 
platform, 
For. in logic, ii the property value of a 
speech less when delivered than when printed0 
It 
u.-ed to be that the late Vice President Al ben Barkley 
got, I am told as high a« ll 500 for a speech, a fee 
which he well deserved, he being a natural-born hu­ 
morist. not a gagster. 
Perhaps he should have de­ 
livered all his '-perches in the common domain so that 
someone who neither speaks nor writes might get the 
fee' 
I used to be in the ;-pe* eh-making busines> and did 
Vi* ll at it. 
I never received fee*- that ran as high as 
Eleanor Roosevelt's 
but I did run up beyond my 
d< -orts 
I finally gave if up as too strenuous a trade 
As the railroads deteriorated and plane travel in the 
Winter became too precarious, I calculated that the 
I cs place to make a speech is at home. 
Besides ’he 
:.i - went to the income tax collector. 


Howcvfr. Admiral Rickover is a wildeyed, 
fanatical optimist who believes that he ran convert 
his fellow-men to sane and logical concept* of life 
and to an appreciation of the peril* of sloppv 
duration, 
no he patriotically devotes himself Ie 
(Hasing about the country telling all who will listen 
that there i« still a chance of saving America 
through education. 


His work is outstanding 
Each speech is an impor­ 
tant. studied document 
He labors valiantly to explain 
to our people that we need informed, educated, imagi­ 
n a l* thinkers 
He calls such, professional men. an 
adequate ’erm. and he contras* them with mere 
technicians. 
If Rickover s ideas are put to work, we 
shall push the Russians into the W hite Sea.

But today, the Supreme Court 
has moved into its own marble 
mausoleum across the way. and 
the ghostly forms ot weary men 
on cots are seen dimly where 
Webster once shouted and Sumner 
lay unconscious

The old translation of 
this 
blood-stained, 
terrible yet 
wonderful chronicle was inordi­ 
nately hard to read; but now 
Josephus

Across the gulf of eighteen cen­ 
turies, Josephus therefore tells 
hts hideous but moving story as 
though he were reporting current 
events 
Here he describes the 
second m assacre of the Jews that 
was ordered by the mo.-t fre­ 
quently remembered c o lo n i a I 
governor in the whole history of 
the West; 
“ After this Pontius Pilate stir­ 
red up further trouble by expend­ 
ing the sacred treasure known as 
Corban on an aefueriuc* fifty nm!es 
long. 
This roused the populace 
to fury, and when Pilate visited 
Jerusalem they surrounded the 
tribunal and shouted him down. 
“ But he had foreseen this dis­ 
turbance, 
and 
had 
made 
the 
soldiers mix with the mob wear­ 
ing civilian clothing over their 
arm or and with orders not to 
draw their swords but to use 
clubs. 
He now gave the signal 
from the tribunal and the Jews 
were cudgelled, so that many 
died from the blows, and .nany 
as they fled were trampled to 
death by their friends 
Die fate 
of those who perished horrified 
the crowd into silence '* 
Being 
an 
unimaginative 
bu­ 
reaucrat, the procurator of Judea 
no doubt felt the dead deserved 
their fate in both of his m as­ 
sacres. The first had been pro­ 
voked because Pilate set up in 
Jerusalem the official s’atues of 
the Emperor that were displayed 
in every major city of the Roman 
Empire.

A Boom Year

The figures are about complete 
on last year — it was a boom 
year despite the long steel strike 
and for business as a whole a 
record one 
The one thing, however, these 
figures reveal is that averages 
don't mean a thing if an investor 
picked a stock in the industry 
falling behind the parade 
A compilation by the First Na­ 
tional City Bank covering 2.404 
companies in all lines of business 
shows a 20 per cent increase over 
1958 — a recession — but a large 
number of industries and com­ 
panies in those and other lines 
fell far below the average. 
Of 1,382 manufacturing com­ 
panies, 
which on a combined 
basis show a 27 per cent gain 
in after tax profits, 98 of these 
companies reported red in total­ 
ing $103 million. In 1958 — a re­ 
cession year — 141 companies 
in the compilation had a com­ 
bined loss of $127 million. 


The figures also show a w,de 
spread in the operating results 
industry by industry, as well as 
company by company in a given 
field 
In the 
manufacturing 
group, 
the figures range from a 13 per 
cent drop in profits for the trans­ 
portation equipment industry' to a 
surprising 98 per cent gain for 
textile products and 94 per cent 
for auto m akers and parts sup­ 
pliers. Clothing and apparel com­ 
panies — 34 in number — regis­ 
tered a 56 per cent gain. 
Petroleum 
products 
reported 
gains of 14 per cent, which con­ 
sidering the oversupply situation 
is not bad, 
Railroads as expected lost 5 
per cent, but a large part of this 
was due to the steel strike, a 
surprising figure is a loss of 5 
per cent for the banks Amuse­ 
ments—23 companies—showed no 
change, making about what they 
did in 58.
